Parker stated that in order to rollover funds into the 2017 budget that a board 
motion was needed. Johnson motioned and Cosgrove seconded that the 
remaining 2016 funds be rolled over into the 2017 budget. The motion was 
unanimously approved.

Williams 
motioned and Johnson seconded that the 3 rd quarterly report be approved. 
The motion was unanimously approved.
